There  were  81  deaths  in  1951,  45  males  and  36  fG&alcs.  Although 
there  has  been  a fall  in  the  total  number  of  deaths,  the  greatest 
fall  has  been  for  males.  There  were  2 deaths  attributed  to 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  2 to  Malignant  neoplasm  of  lung.  Eleven 
deaths  were  att  ributed  to  Coronary  disease.  As  in  1950  and  1951 
there  were  no  deaths  due  to  Pregnancy,  Childbirth,  and  Abortion. 

Of  the  total  deaths  47  were  70  yrs.  or  over  at  the  time  of  death. 

Table  II.  gives  a classification  of  the  causes  of  death  and  the 
number  attributed  to  each  cause. 

GENERAL  EPIDEMIOLOGY: 

Diphtheria. 

No  cases  of  diphtheria  were  notified. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation. 

Of  the  children  born  in  the • years  1952, ' 1951  and  1950,  at 
the  end  of  the  year,  only  1,  25,  and  36,  were  immunised. 

This  is  a low  percentage  of  the  number  born  in  these  years. 

During  the  year  5 of  the  7 schools  in  the  Borough  were 
visited  and  359  children  were  given  a booster  dose  and  108 
were  immunised  for  the  first  time. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

4 cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified.

During  the  year  1951  one  case  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  4 
Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  notified.

Mantoux  Tests  of  School  leavers. 

During  the  year  3 of  the  schools  in  the  Borough  were  visited  in 
order  to  Mantoux  Test  children  of  ages  14  and  144*  -years.  Of  the 
213  who  received  the  test  87  were  positive  and  126  "were  negative. 

Mass  Radiography  Unit . 

The  Unit  visited  Monmouth  from  the  2 6th  - 30th  May,  1952.  The

Tuberculosis. ( cont . ) 

The  Unit  made  another  visit  to  the  Borough  in  November  for 
the  purpose  of  examining  school  leavers,  234  were  examined  and 
of  this  number  all  were  negative  with  the  exception  of  2;  the 
latter  failed  to  return  for  a large  film.  Arrangements  are 
being  made  for  these  children  to  be  examined  by  the  Chest  Physician. 

It  is  hoped  by  these  means  to  reduce  the  number  of  new 
notifications  in' the  district.
